Agriculturists To 
Help Ontario's 
Harvest Work 


DURING THE RECENT VISIT OF President Truman to this country 
attention was again drawn to the fact that the nations of the North Ameri¬ 
can continent have set gn example to the world In the way In which they 
have lived In peace with each other for more than a century. In his address 
before the Canadian Parliament the President of the United States express¬ 
ed the belief that with patience and diligence “other ifStioris could learn to 
live side by side in the same harmony as exists on this continent. In these 
days when there Is so much talk of dissensioD among nations, it la well to 
remember that there are no reasons for believing, that the enduring peace 
which has been maintained among the neighboring nations In North Am¬ 
erica, could not be someday achieved throughout the entire world. 


At The Rate Of 
Twenty To Thirty A Day 

OTTAWA.—Residents of Germany 
claiming Canadian citizenship are 
applying to the Canadian military 
mission to Germany at the rate of 
20 to 30 a day to have their status 
clarified, the mission reported to the 
External Affairs department. 

All inquiries are carefully scruti¬ 
nized, and if needed, further infor¬ 
mation la sought from the respon¬ 
sible department in Ottawa. Most of 
such cases relate to naturalized per¬ 
sons who have been absent from 
Canada for a long time. 

The mission, headed by Lt.-Gen. 
Maurice A. Pope, acts primarily In a 
diplomatic and consular capacity, 
and consists of 26 Canadian soldiers 
and several civilians. It is the official 
link between the Canadian govern¬ 
ment and the Allied Control Council 
and looks after the interests of Can¬ 
adians in Germany, informing the 
government on conditions there. 

Canadians owning property In 
Germany may avail themselves of 
the facilities of the mission for its 
protection while businessmen wish¬ 
ing to trade in Germany are also 
aided by the mission through the Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs department. 

Gen. Pope was military adviser to 
the prime minister during 1945, and 
prior to that headed the Canadian 
military staff in Washington. Last 
fall he was elected Doyen of all mili¬ 
tary missions in Berlin accredited to 
the Allied Control Council. 


WINNIPEG, Man.—Two thousand 
agricultural workers from the prai¬ 
rie provinces will be transported to 
Ontario within the next few weeks 
to help with the Ontario harvest op¬ 
erations. 

This excursion, brought about 
through co-operation between the 
Dominion and Provincial govern¬ 
ments began on June 23rd and con¬ 
tinue until July 12th. 

Special excursion fares are made 
available to interested workers. 
Transportation from any point in the 
three prairie provinces to Ontario 
will be ten dollars, with an equal 
amount charged for the return home. 

Those agricultural workers who go 
to Ontario from Manitoba will be ex¬ 
pected to return to their homes be¬ 
tween August 17th and 31st. Work¬ 
ers from Saskatchewan and Alberta 
will return between August 23rd and 
31st. 

In making this statement in Win¬ 
nipeg today, Mr. Fred J. White, Re¬ 
gional Superintendent of the Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance Commission said 
that all of the offices of the Nation¬ 
al Employment Service as well ns 
offices of the Provincial Farm Labour 
Service are now fully prepared to 
handle applications from qualified 
farm workers. When these applica¬ 
tions have been approved and the 
workers will be given travel war¬ 
rants Presentation of the warrant 
and payment of ten dollars to the 
nearest railway agent will gain the 
worker his transportation cast. 

To Interested farm workers it 
must be noted -that- reduced excur¬ 
sion rates will be made available 
only through the offices of the Na¬ 
tional Employment Service or the 
Provincial Farm Labour Service.

OTTAWA—The Foreign Exchange 
Control Board announced that Can¬ 
adian exporters and importers now 
may trade with Brazil on cither a 
sterling or United States dollar 
basis. 

The move represented a further 
step in carrying out an agreement 
by the United Kingdom to make 
sterling earnings of foreign coun¬ 
tries available for use anywhere by 
July 15. 

In the first quarter of this year, 
Canadian sales to Brazil totalled 66,- 
190,134 and imports 62,898,567. 

The addition of Brazil brings to 
25 the number of countries already 
opened to sterling or U.S, dollar 
trade with Canada. 


WASHINGTON. — The United 
States will help Canada's veterans 
housing program with the same pri¬ 
ority ratings for shipments of pro¬ 
duction material and equipment it 
offers the United States veterans 
housing program, the Commerce De¬ 
partment announced. 

"Canadian producers of building 
materials will be extended the same 
limited assistance as Is now given 
similar producers in this country," 
the department's Office of Materials 
Distribution (OMD) said. 

Canada has adopted construction 
controls comparable to those of the 
United States. 

"Preference ratings will be assign¬ 
ed by OMD under the same condi¬ 
tions and to the same extent that 
the office of the housing expediter 
assigns similar ratings in support of 
the veterans emergency housing pro¬ 
gram in the United States," the 
OMD said. 

Canadian applications for OMD 
ratings must first be "screened and 
endorsed" by the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment priorities officer, Department 
of Restriction and Supply, the OMD 
said.

OTTAWA. — Larger quantities of 
feed grain from western Canada will 
be required In the east this year be¬ 
cause of the backward season here, 
officials of the farm statistics branch 
of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
said. 

The outlook for oats and bailey in 
Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick and 
the east generally is none too good 
as a result of continued rains which 
have made seeding Impossible. If the 
eastern provinces arc to maintain 
their butter and livestock production 
throughout the winter, a supply of 
western grain will he essential. 

Even if the western provinces have 
an average good crop and are able 
to spare feed grains for the east, the 
eastern farmer will be up against 
the problem of transportation which 
| last fall prevented the maximum 
shipment of feed grains. 


Shipments of feed grains have to 
compete with the shipment of grains 
destined for overseas which get a 
shipping priority. Thus, it is pointed 
out, transportation is a major factor 
in the movement of feed grains to 
eastern Canada from the west. 

According to the statistics branch, 
everything points to a good crop in 
the west this year. Warm weather 
is needed now however. Situation in 
the east, on the other hand, is defi¬ 
nitely unfavorable.
